ED. : On what place do the 
Arguments of psychanalysls 
rank In the Dictionary ?

BAN: We approach psychana- 
lysls |)ie same way we approach 
iho other themes of (lie encyclo- 
paedic dictionary. Namely, our 
position Is independent both on 
Hie exaggerated appreciations 
and tho depreciations on psy- 
ohanalysis. Freud, the fouqdcr 
of psychanalysls, discovered the 
unconscious starting from the 
motivational factor in human 
behaviour. In the view of tho 
material 1st -dialectical philosop- 
hy, (hero are no nan-causal 
processes, (hero urc only pro- 
cesses whose cause we do not 
know yet ; In the view of Psy- 
chology, (here is no unmotivat- 
ed manifestation. there are only 
manifestations whose motives 
we do not know. All Die Freu- 
dian concepts are articulated on 
an unknown, unconscious eau- 
saliiy. As a therapeutical me- 
thod, psychanalysls Is a sclf- 
Invrstigallng and self-knowing 
method, having In view the 
adaptalive efficiency of the 
human individual.' We have, 
therefore, tried tn make an ob- 
jective presentation of Ihc Fre- 
udian concepts, with their ap- 
plication to (hose phenomena, 
processes and psych to manifes- 
tations. normal and abnormal, 
dial Involve an unconscious de- 
terminism. 

ED : Along the dm fling, thnt, 
I understand Is not yel finish- 
ed. didn't you have the feeling 
Dmi you were the “wizard ap- 
prcntico", more precisely, didn't 
you feel tho burden of the do- 
cumentation work you had 
started ? 

DR. I. BOTEZAT-ANTONES- 
CU : The opportunities of get- 
ting Information arc, paradoxi- 
cally, limited for the modern 
reader by the very hugeness ol 
iho amount of information he 
is plunged into. Wo think wo 
have succeeded in subjecting 


the data that we presented to a 
“treatment" meant to offer the 
reader Dio opportunity of got i- 
Ing a complete message, wjlh 
minimum redundancy, therefore 
to present the Information In 
a modern way. 

PSYCHOLOGIST T. TALA- 
BAN : The Encyclopaedic Dic- 
tionary elaborated by us can bo 
placed at tho frontier^ of a dic- 
tionary proper and a work with 
encyclopaedic implications : ns a 
dictionary, It olisorvos tlio ri- 
gours of defining tho terms in 
psychiatry, psychology and iho 
neighbouring fields ; as an en- 
cyclopaedic work, It is charac- 
terized by the fact that many 
Important terms have been ela- 
borated under Iho form of do- 
cumentary articles whore the 
term is presented, on ihc one 
hand, from an actual and histo- 
rical perspective, on tho other 
hand, from an Instrumcntai- 
methodoVogtcat perspective. 

The fact (hat this dictionary 
can offer solutions for a pos- 
sible efficient oholce and thera- 
peutical intervention would 
meet an intimate desideratum 
of our team, constituted at the 
Initiative of dr, Constantin 
Gorgos. 

DR. F. TUDOSE : It is neces- 
sary to make some remarks as 
to tho Illustration.
